In  2016,  Vernon  Area  Public  Library  joined  with  neighboring 
Indian  Trails  and  Cook  Memorial  public  library  districts  to 
foster  a  sense  of  community  through  reading.  That  winter, 
thousands  of  people  in  our  area  read  The  Story  Hour  by  Thrity 
Umrigar,  heard  her  speak,  and  attended  programs  related  to 
the  compelling  novel.  Last  winter,  readers  dove  into  Laurie 
Lico  Albanese's  Stolen  Beauty  and  had  the  opportunity  to 
hear  attend  a  variety  of  events  including  book  discussions, 
film  screenings,  and  an  author  visit. 

This  winter,  you  are  again  invited  to  join  the  One  Book 
movement  by  picking  up  a  copy  of  the  2018  selection,  Love 
and  Other  Consolation  Prizes  by  bestselling  author  Jamie  Ford. 
After  breaking  onto  the  literary  scene  in  2009  with  Hotel  on 
the  Corner  of  Bitter  and  Sweet,  Ford  has  delighted  readers 
with  his  vividly  rendered  novels.  His  latest,  Love  and 
Other  Consolation  Prizes,  is  based  on  the  true  story  of  an 


orphaned  boy  whose  life  is  altered  when  he  attends 
Seattle's  1909  World's  Fair.  Author  Melanie  Benjamin 
calls  it  "a  gripping  story  about  the  unpredictability  of  life 
and,  above  all,  the  incredible  power  of  love  to  heal  even 
the  most  shameful  wounds."  Booklist  hails  it  as  "poignant" 
and  "vibrantly  rendered."

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High  demand  for  English  classes 


The  24  beginning,  38  intermediate,  and  27  advanced 
students  take  Language  Learning  seriousLy.  CLasses  meet 
twice  a  week  for  three  hours  at  a  time  and  attendance  is 
consistency  robust.  Students  quickLy  find  common  ground 
with  each  other.  Break  times  are  fiLLed  with  conversation  and 
the  end  of  each  semester  is  ceLebrated  with  a  potLuck  Lunch 
when  students  sampLe  food  from  each  other's  homeLands. 

The  three  instructors  at  Vernon  Area  Library — ELeni  Adamis, 
Nancy  CampbeLL,  and  JaneL  Kovarik— deLight  in  their  work 
and  find  meaning  in  it.  WhiLe  chatting  with  each  other  after 
cLass  one  Friday,  the  teachers  realized  they  are  all  children 
of  immigrants  who  came  to  the  United  States  to  escape 
political  oppression  in  their  homeLands. 


English  as  a  second  language  (ESL)  classes  at  the  Library 
are  full  to  overflowing.  About  90  students  are  currently 
enrolled,  with  more  on  waiting  lists.  First  held  here  in  2009, 
this  year  an  advanced  level  was  added,  giving  intermediate- 
level  finishers  a  chance  to  improve  their  speaking  and 
comprehension  skills  in  a  classroom  setting. 


The  classes  provide  new  arrivals  with  a  path  to  citizenship, 
employment,  advancement,  and  community  engagement. 
The  library  further  supports  English  language  learners  by 
offering  a  conversation  group,  which  meets  regularly  (see 
the  listing  on  p.  11),  as  well  as  books,  movies,  newspapers, 
and  magazines  in  a  variety  of  world  Languages  including 
Russian,  Chinese,  and  Hindi. 


The  classes  are  offered  through  a  partnership  with 
Mundelein  District  i2o's  Adult  Education  program,  which 
offers  free  English  language  instruction  from  certified 
teachers  at  ten  locations.  At  Vernon  Area  Library,  the 
students  hail  from  more  than  15  countries  including  Brazil, 
China,  India,  and  Ukraine. 


Though  the  Vernon  Area  Public  Library  classes  are  full,  there 
are  openings  at  other  locations.  For  more  information,  call 
Mundelein  High  School  Adult  Education  at  847-949-2200, 
ext.
